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YORK-HANOVER MSA AUGUST UNEMPLOYMENT RATE 3.1% 

 

HARRISBURG (SEPTEMBER 26) – The seasonally adjusted unemployment rate for the York-Hanover 

Metropolitan Statistical Area (MSA) was unchanged over the month at 3.1 percent in August. The state 

unemployment rate was unchanged at 3.5 percent in August, while the national rate grew three-tenths of a point 

to 3.8 percent. Over the year, the local MSA’s rate declined by seven-tenths of a percentage point, the 

Pennsylvania rate declined by eight-tenths and the national rate increased by one-tenth.

Seasonally adjusted total nonfarm jobs in the York-Hanover MSA were unchanged over the month at 

193,000 in August. Over the year, jobs were up 1.4 percent (+2,600) in the MSA, while jobs statewide grew 2.6 

percent from last August.

Over the month, most movements were minimal, with the biggest gain in professional & business services (+300). 

Over the year, seven of the ten supersectors added jobs with the largest gain in education & health services
